According® to . friends, Colonel 
Roosevelt is as well as he ever was, & 
little thing like a fractured rib scarcely 
bothering him at all, ‘and Dr. George 
Faller, his physician, said ronight that 
the Colonel was “‘ all right.” 

~ Those who know him say that Colonel 
Roosevelt feels more concern over the 
way he acquired the injury than over 
the Gamage done to himself, for it is not 
usual for a former ranchman and hunter 
to be injured by a well-broken saddie 
horse. Nor in this case was it apparent- 
ly the fault of the horse. 

The Colonel-had determined on a ride 
last Monday afternoon and ordered his 
favorite mount breught around from the 
stables. He walked down the front steps 
and put ‘his foot.in the stirrup. He was 
about to throw his leg over the saddle 
when his foot slipped and he came down 
heavily on his side. 

The twinge. which followed told him 
that something more than a mere 
wrench was the matter, and he had the 
horse taken back io -its stall, while he 
re-entered the houge and had Dr. Fal- 
ler summoned. The physician found 
that a rib en the left side had been 
broken, and he immediately bandaged 
the Colonel-tightly about the body. Ex- 
cept for the inconvenience and trifling 
pain the accident did the: Colonel no 
harm, though it has prevented him tak- 
ing daily horseback rides. 

The accident is merely the latest of 
many, for the Colonel’s life has oeen 
one of more accidents met and dangers 
faced than usually falls to the lot of 
an ordinary citizen. On Oct. 14, 1912, 
he was shot: and seriously wounded by 
an assassin in Milwaukee. It was

| AEROPLANES RAID 


Posies Werke dsr Deo Kile

PARIS, May 27. Eignteen aeroplanes 
this morning. bombarded a big German 
manufactory. of explosives at Ludwigs- 
hafen, on the Rhine, opposite Mann- 
~heim, ‘starting fires in several. of the 
factory ‘buildings. The War Office ds- 
suéd this-bulletin on the raid: 

“One of our aerial squadrons,.. com- 
posed of eighteen aeroplanes; each one 
carrying 110 pounds of projectiles, this 
morning bombarded at. Ludwigshafen; 
on the Rhine, the ‘factory of the Baden 
Aniline Chemica] Produsts establish- 
ment, one Qf the most important manu- 
facturers of explosives in-all Germany. 
TRe results: reported are proof ‘of the 
efficacy of the bombardment, Several 
of -the: factory buildings’ wére. struck 
by the projectiles of our men, and a 
number of fires broke out. The aviators 
were in the. air ‘for almost six hours, 
and they covered more than 240 miles. _ 

“ This expedition. against an. import- 
ant military establishment is the: French 


| answer to thé attempts of German avia- 


tors on Paris.” 

An official statement issued tonight 
describes more fully the raid on Lud- 
wigshafen, where’ the munitions. Lac- 
tories are reported to have been partly 
destroyed. The text follows: 

“The aeroplanes took the air at 3 
A. M.. Thursday... The works. of the 
Badische Anilin. and Soda-Fabrik Com- 
pany, the largest explosives factory in 
Germany, occupy an entire quarter of 
Ludwigshafen, and an important annex 
has been established near Oppau, a mile 
and a half from Ludwigshafen. 

“The aeroplanes threw forty-seven 


four-inch bombs and two six-inch bombs] | 


on the main establishment, and ‘thirty- 
six four-Ihch bombs on-Oppau. . Al: the 
bombs reached the mark. 

** Toward 6:15 three enormous columns 
of *yellow- flames ‘could be seen. at Lud- 
wigshafen, and at 6:30 the aviators saw 
Ludwigshafen and Oppau covered by 
vast volumes of smoke. 

“The aeroplanes were fired | at, but all 
returned except one, Accdrding to the 
piolts the latter: machine was obliged 
to land at Ludwigshafen and was seer 
to» be in flames as soon as it landed. 
They believe that the landing,- which 
was caused no doubt -by the enemy’s 
fire, was effected normally ‘and that the 
piolts burned the. machine to prevent it 
from falling into the hands of the. Ger- 
mans.

trarisfers from one ship to another, 
twice at sta and twice in New York 
Harbor. They will resume their voyage 
on the Rotterdam of the same line, 
which will sail next. Tuesday. 

The Ryndam, which was rammed. by. 
the fruit steamer Joseph J. Cuneo. off 
Nantucket, listed to port .as.she crossed 
the bay from her Brooklyn anchorage, 
and had’ big patch of canvas stretched 
across ‘her damaged plates. She was, 
aided by ‘tugs; which shoved and pulled’ 
her.into her. berth at Hoboken. . Her 
Ppassengers,. who had caught. several 
hours’. slépp aboard after returning to 
the Ryndam, took a cheerful yiew of 
the situation and spoke lightly of the 
perils they had escaped. 

The Cuneo reached port early yester- 
day morning, and she bore abundant 
evidence of the collision. Her bow was 
smashed, her plates were crumipled and 


jammed in the hawse pipes, and she 


had rushed in. Otherwise; said Captain 
Aamonat, the Cuneo was all right, her 
engines and machinery and everything 
aft of the bow being undamaged. 

The transfer of seventy-four pas- 
sengers and. 152 members of the crew of 
the Ryndam from the battleship South 
Carolinatothe éxcursion steamer Thomas 
B. Millard. at Quarantine at-2 o'clock 
yesterday niorning was effected under 
trying conditions. Half a gale was 
blowing at the time, and the tempera- 
ture was that of a January night. The 
crew of the disabled liner and most of 
the passengers, with the exception of 
the women and little children, were 
grouped aft on the main deck of the 
dreadnought, The searchlights of the 
superdreadnought New York and. the 
naval dispatch gunboat Dolphin, both 
of which were in the nayal reservation 
off Tompkinsville, ‘were playing, and it 
was as light as day on the South Caro- 
lina and the Millard.

The 
letters were not opened and orders were 
given to have them forwarded to the 
persons. addressed. Mrs. Durando was 
too distraught to read the missive ad- 
dressed to her. 

Mr. Durando was sixty-seven years 
old. He was a-butcher, but twenty-five 
years ago opened the Standard ‘Hotel at 
134th Street and Macombs Dam Road; 
which became.a rendezvous: for horse- 
men. Next he took The Abbey Inn and 
ran it for twelve years, making it the 
most famous tavern in the city. ‘Then 
came the Speedway, and Durando 
opened the Speedway Inn which he op- 
erated until two years ago, and where 
he became the good friend of various 
wealthy owners of trotters. For a time 
Durando ‘raced some of his own horses 
up and down the river path.

-Only 
a few minutes before the catastrophe 
the Nebraskan, according to the testi- 
mony of the Captain, lowered-her flag. 
It was coming dark. The commander 
of a, submarine, secing the flag come 
down, might have acted.on the assump- 
tion’ that she was a British vessel that 
had -been: flying the American flag 
through the war zone, 

It is a very complicated matter, 
filled with possibilities of misunder- 
standing. If it should be established, 
as we cannot believe will be the case, 
that a German submarine knowingly 
delivered a torpedo against an Ameri- 
can ship, then the incident would be-] 
come one of the first magnitude, super- 
seding in a legal or technical sense 
even the sinking of the Lusitania. It 
would amount to an act of war, either 
to be so regarded or to be repudiated 
by Germany: immediately.: If it was 
a drifting mine, that would make 
a’ very.» different’.kind of incident. 
Whether .an examination of the .Ne- 
braskan’s wounds will show conclu- 
sively how they were inflicted re- 
mains to be seen. As betweén an ex- 
plosion inboard and an explosion from 
without, physical evidence ‘ought to 
determine; but as .to whéther an ex- 
plosion from without was produced by 
contact with’a mine or by the assault 
of a torpedo, perhaps nothing at all

At all events, that Germany should 
commit an act of war against thé Uni- 
ted States intentionally, or fail to re- 
pudiate such an act if committed in a 
fit of madness on the part of a sub- 
marine commander, is altogether im- 
probable.

VALUING THE INVALUABLE. 

The Interior Department has or- 
dered a valuation of Yellowstone 
Park. It would be. interesting to 
know what'a valuation is thotight to 
be at Washington. The valuation of 
the Yellowstoné would be about as 
valuable as the valuation of the-rall- 
ways now beiig made at a cost of 
uncertain millions, fifty millions ac- 
cording to some alithorities. But when 
the railways have been valued there 
will not be a single sale or purchase 
at that valuation, And if rates are 
fixed according to that valuation, by 
the very. fact of. the rate fixing the 
valuation will be made valueless. Tho 
idea of pegging the price of parks. is 
as absurd as the pégging of ‘rates or 
railways ‘by any process of valuation 
except that at.which the property 
changes. hands ‘in the market. 

There:ts a market for ralilways, but 
there is no -tiarket for the.’ ¥éllow- 
stone Park. There is only one pos- 
sible owfier, and if a millon buyers 
were found to act together the value 
of the park would disappear by’ the 
process of subdivision... The Interior 
Department. might perhaps discover 
what the park has. cost, and it might 
be well to have that established. 
But the United States neither could 
no? Would sell its parks at the ‘cost 
price, ‘or at any price.

200 Relatives and Friends Hear tm- 
pressive Episcopal Service Read 
— Choir Sings Hymns. 


Memorial service for Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt was held yesterday .morning 
at 10. o'clock at ‘the residence of his 
mother, Mrs, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Sr., 
1 West, Fitty-seventh Street, and was 
attended by relatives and friends, num- 
bering about 200, 

The service was the simple Episcopal 
service for.the dead. -The Rev. Dr. 
Leighton. Parks, rector of St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Church, read the service, assist- 
ed by the Rev. Dr. Frederic W..Good- 
man, ‘rector of St. Mary's’ Church of 
Newport, the church Mr. Vanderbilt at- 
tended when he was at. Oakland. Farm. 

There. was no mention made of the’ 
death of Mr. Vgnderbilt, in the Lusi- 
tania disaster, and the only. reference 
to the tragedy of the sea was contained 
in the Episcopal ritual, the ‘' prayer for 
the burial-of the dead at sea.”’ 

The service was very impressive, and 
lasted half an hour.’ Although invita- 
tions were sent’ out for the service, 
there was seemingly no objection to any 
one entering the house to pay their 
respects to the. memory of the dead 
man, A squad of uniformed patrolmen 
were on duty at the Fifty-seventh 
Street entrance, and there were several 
detectives inside the house. 

The sérvice was held in the large 
vaulted: hall of marble on the Fifty- 
seventh Street side of the palatial resi- 
dence, which had been transformed into 
a chapel. There was an altar at the 
west end of the hall, where lighted 
candles shone against a background of 
roses. and palms. Standing out distinct 
in the dim religious light was a large 
cross of pink roses, which formed a 
background for a smaller cross of white 
roses. 

A few. minutes before 10 o'clock; the 
immediate members of the family, in 
deep mourning, entered the chapel. -On 
the mezzanine balcony of the grand 
marble staircase, stood a quartét from 
the choir of St. Bartholomew's Church. 
Accompanied by a harp, they rendtred 
the hymns. ‘‘Léead, Kindly Light,’ 
** Peace, Perfect Peace,’’ ‘‘I Heard a 
Voice from Heaven,’ and *‘ Abide With 
Me.” 

The hall was filled, and to accom- 
modate everybody the suite of rooms 
on this side of the house was thrown 
open. Through one of the’ open doors 
could be seen the family portraits and 
some of the Vanderbilt ancestors.. The 
whiteness of the Gothic hall was re—- 
Heved by the rich tapestries, and with 
the impressive silence and dim lights. of 
the candelabra the general effect was 
of some chapel in a cathedral.
